Information 
Compiled  For 
Draft  Age  Men 

The  following  is  a series  of 
questions  and  answers  pertinent 
to  all  male  students  who  are  sub- 
ject to  induction  into  the  armed 
services.  This  list  has  been  ap- 
proved by  Lt.  Col.  Oscar  W. 
Gray,  assistant  State  Director  of 
Selective  Service. 

Students  not  finding  the  ans- 
wers to  their  deferment  ques- 
tions in  this  release  are  invited 
to  call  at  the  Registrar’s  office 
and  talk  with  Orrin  H.  Jackson, 
counselor  on  military  affairs  at 
Brigham  Young  University. 

Q — Are  university  students  eli- 
gible for  postponement  of  induc- 
tion? 

A — The  Selective  Service  law 
of  1948  specifically  provides  that 
any  student  under  jurisdiction  of 
Selective  Service  boards,  who  is 
enrolled  in  a college  or  universi- 
ty, and  who  is  satisfactorily  car- 
rying a full  course  of  instruction 
shall  have  his  induction  post- 
poned until  the  end  of  the  aca- 
demic year  or  until  he  ceases 
satisfactorily  to  pursue  such  a 
course. 

Q — What  is  a full-time  course 
of  study? 

A — Selective  Service  officials 
consider  a full-time  course  of 
study  as  being  a minimum  of  12 
quarter  hours,  which  must  be 
satisfactorily  completed  each 
quarter.  A certification  of  these 
facts  must  be  furnished  to  the 
local  board  by  the  college. 

Q — Is  it  necessary  for  a stu- 
dent to  be  in  the  “upper  50  per 
cent  of  his  class  to  be  eligible 
for  postponement? 

A — It  is  no  longer  necessary. 
He  need  only  to  be  enrolled  and 
in  good  standing.  This  require- 
ment was  used  by  the  local 
boards  for  those  students  who 
were  eligible  for  induction  prior 
to  their  registration  in  school. 

Q — Does  the  class  (freshman, 
sophomore,  junior,  senior)  have 
anything  to  do  with  postpone- 
ment? 

A — Not  under  the  present  law. 

Q — If  I have  received  a.student 
postponement  and  then  complete 
all  my  requirements  for  gradua- 
tion at  the  end  of  the  autumn  or 
winter  quarter,  will  I be  subject 
to  induction  at  that  time? 

A — Yes.  The  State  Selective 
Service  officials  interpret  the  law 
to  provide  postponement  of  in- 
duction until  the  end  of  the  aca- 
demic year  or  until  completion  of 
work  for  a degree,  which  ever 
comes  first. 

Q — Can  I audit  classes  in  the

Russian  Film  To 
Be  Presented

“Chekhov  Film  Festival,”  a 
Russian  film,  will  be  presented 
Thursday,  Oct.  26,  at  7 p.m.,  in 
the  Joseph  Smith  auditorium,  it 
has  been  announced. 

The  film  is  in  two  parts,  with 
the  first  part  based  upon  the 
story,  “The  Anniversary,”  by 
Chekov.  This  is  a satire  directed 
at  bank  officials  and  is  reported 
as  being  quite  amusing. 

The  second  part  of  the  film  is 
also  based  upon  a Chekhov  story. 
It  is  from  “The  Wedding,”  and  is 
also  a satire.  This  story  is  di- 
rected at  marriages  and  their  cus- 
toms in  Russia. 

Anton  Chekhov,  the  author  of 
these  stories,  is  one  of  the  best 
Russian  short  story  writers.  He 
wrote  his  stories  during  the

The  actors  in  the  film  are  from 
tl\e  Moscow  Art  Theater  and  are 
considered  the  best  in  Russia.

Dear  Editor: 

The  passive  attitude  of  most  Americans  about  the  election  < 
deplorable’  is  not  only  true  among  th 

uneducated  people,  but  is  true  right  on  the  Brigham  Young  Uni 
versity  campus. 


The  last  few  days  I have  spoken  to  several  students  to  see 
they  have  registered  and  if  they  know  the  candidates  in  their  vo 
ing  districts.  It  has  disgusted  me  to  discover  that  many  of  the 
were  not  registered  and  that  some  did  not  even  realize  that  this 
an  election  year.  Besides  this,  some  even*  answered  that  they  we 
not  politicians  and  were  not  interested  in  politics. 


Is  it  necessary  to  be  a politician  to  exercise  your  constitutional 
privilege  of  voting  for  your  representatives  in  government?  An  af- 
firmative answer  would  be  absurd.  It  is  not  just  a privilege,  but  is 
the  duty  of  every  American  to  vote  in  order  to  preserve  our  Ameri- 
can ideals.  Many  foreign  philosophies  are  effecting  our  political 
parties  and  it  is  necessary  that  we  select  and  vote  for  our  candidates 
carefully  and  know  that  their  actions  will  not  benefit  subversive 
groups.  It  is  not  only  necessary  bo  keep  Communists  and  fellow 
travelers  out  of  office,  but  it  is  also  necessary’ to  keep  out  those 
who,  in  their  claim  of  tolerance  or  some  other  claim,  give  aid  or  even 
any  favorable  recognition  to  a subversive  or  revolutionary  group. 

The  United  States  is  the  greatest  world  power  and  at  the  present 
time  must  take  the  lead  in  a showdown  of  power  and  politics  with 
a very  dangerous  foe.  That  foe  will  try  any  method  to  influence 
our  government  in  a manner  that  will  be  detrimental  to  us  and 
beneficial  to  its  power  aims.  It  is  a “Cold  War”  or  a “War  of 
Nerves,”  or  whatever  you  may  call  it;  but  it  is  still  war. 

In  order  to  better  combat  this  enemy  we  must  stop  infiltration 
of  its  agents  into  our  government.  To  do  this,  it  is  necessary  to 
elect  men  and  women  to  office,  who  will  stand  on  their  own  feet 
and  oppose  Communism  or  Socialism  at  all  times.  We  cannot  afford 
to  have  in  office  a poor  security  risk,  who  may  (even  though  in- 
nocently) aid  the  enemy..  We  need  men  of  conviction,  who  will 
support  pure  Americanism  untainted  by  foreign  radicalism. 

There  is  not  much  time  left.  If  you  are  not  registered,  you 
must  do  so  on  Tuesday,  Oct.  31,  in  your  own  voting  district.  And 
when  you  are  registered,  be  sure  that  you  go  to  the  polls  on  No- 
vember 7,  and  vote  intelligently. 


If  you  are  registered  and  will  not  be  able  to  go  to  your  voting 
district  on  November  7,  be  sure  to  make  arrangements  to  obtain  an 
absentee  ballot. 


This  is  the  way  you  do  it.  Write  to  the  county  clerk  in  your 
home  county  and  request  an  absentee  ballot.  If  you  are  properly 
registered,  he  will  send  you  one.  When  you  receive  this  ballot,  you 
should  mark  it  secretly,  have  it  notarized  by  a Notary  Public,  and 
mail  it  to  your  county  clerk  so  that  he  will  receive  it  on  or  before 
November  7. 

Do  not  delay,  but  make  sure  that  if  you  are  21  or  older  that 
your  vote  will  count  in  this  General  Election.  If  you  have  any 
questions  you  can  have  them  answer^  J-'by-  Verl  G.  Dixon,  the  Utah 
County  Clerk,  whose  office  i#  in  the  City  and  County  building  in 
Provo.

MEET  YOUR  UNIVERSITY 

by  Annette  Wood 

Beginning  its  fifth  year  in  operation,  the  Archaeology  depart- 
ment brings  to  the  students  of  Brigham  Young  University  exciting 
possibilities  in  research,  and  great  opportunities,  for  strengthening 
the  cause  of  the  church. 

Primary  interest  in  this  department  is  in  the  archaeology  of  the 
scriptures/both  Biblical  and  Book,  of  Mormon.  Archaeology  finds 
itself,  in  the  position  to  test  the  Book  of  Mormon.  Euthusiastic  over 
the  potentialities  of  the  field,  M.  Wells  Jakeman,  head  of  the  de- 
partment, described  the  fascinating  problems  to  be  solved  and  the 
great  gaps  in  knowledge  to  be 


filled.  Dr.  Jakeman  came  to  the 
BYU  in  1946,  having  received  his 
master’s  degree  at  the  University 
of  Southern  California  and  his 
Ph.D.  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

One  archaeological  expedition 
has  already  been  conducted  to 
Central  America  in  1948.  This 
was  the  second  BYU  expedition  to 
Central  America,  the  first  being 
conducted  in  1900  under  Presi- 
dent Cluff.  The  department  is 
hopeful  of  organizing  more  ex- 
peditions to  Book  of  Mormon 
lands  as  well  as  to  Palestine.  The 
curriculum  is  being  developed  to 
the  point  where  a very  complete 
training  can  be  provided  stu- 
dents, and  graduates  can  partici- 
pate in  these  expeditions  when 


funds  are  forthcoming.  Lack  of 
finances  is  the  main  block  in 
many  of  the  plans  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

There’s  always  a chance  of  a 
world-shaking  find  just  at  the 
end  of  an  expedition.  Dr.  Jake- 
man tells  of  one  such  experience 
on  the  expedition  two  years  ago. 
They  discovered  an  early  ruined 
city,  dating  back  to  the  time  of 
Christ.  Earthen  walls,  such  as 
those  described  in  Nephite  times, 
surrounded  the  city.  In  a future 
expedition  he  hopes  to  find  the 
name  of  the  city. 

An  archaeological  museum  is 
being  gradually  developed.  Many 
of  the  antiquities  possessed  by 
the  department  are  now  being 
stored  in  the  basement  for  lack  of 
space.

12-hour  requirement? 

A— No. 

Q — What  happens  if  I fall  be- 
low the  12-hour'  requirement  or 
if  I discontinue  school? 

A — The  University  must  notify 
your  local  board  and  you  are  no 
longer  eligible  for  postponement 
of  induction. 

Q — Does  the'  local  board  have 
any  choice  in  postponing  my  in- 
duction if  I am  officially  enrolled 
and  successfully  carrying  a full 
course  of  study? 

A — Not  under  the  present  law. 

Q — What  procedure  should  I 
follow  when  I receive  my  “1-A” 
classification? 

A — Go  to  the  Registrar’s  office 
and  ask  for  a letter  of  certifica- 
tion. This  will  be  sent  to  your 
local  board  immediately. 

Q — I am  a graduate  student 
teaching  on  a part  time  basis 
while  I study.  May  I count  the 
teaching  in  tlie  12-hour  require- 
ment? 

A — No.  The  following  is  quot- 
ed from  a bulletin  issued  by  the 
Utah  State  Headquarters  Selec- 
tive Service  system  to  local 
boards:  “Graduate  students  will 
be  considered  under  the  forego 
ing  provisions  the  same  as  any 
under-graduate  student.  Part  time 
graduate  students  who  devote  a 
portion  of  their  time  to  teaching 
must  be  considered  as  teachers 
and  not  students.  Teachers  may 
be  considered  for  occupational 
deferment.”  However,  if  the 
graduate  student  is  carrying  12 
hours  of  work  the  regulations  ap- 
plying to  all  students  apply. 

IQ — If  I am  a student  must  I 
still  take  the  pre-induction  physi- 
cal examination? 

A — -Yes.  You  must  comply 
with  all  orders  received  from 
your  Selective  Service  board  un- 
less specifically  excused  by  the 
board  itself. 

Q — After  I receive  my  notice  to 
appear  for  my  pre-induction 
physical  examination  can  I still 
enlist  in  any  of  the  regular 
branches  of  the  armed  forces? 

A— No.
